‘*The Formation of aCommunity 
in 17th and 18th Century Andover” 
was the subject of a lecture by 
Philip Greven a teaching fellow

The 34 original settlers in An- 
dover cane from the ports to get 
land not for religious reasons, 
stated Mr. Greven. The first and 
second generations received large 
tracts of land, intermarried in the 
community, and remained in An- 
dover. But beginning with the third 
generation, during the fourth gene- 
ration and thereafter, the growing 
scarcity of land forced the sons to 
move to New Hampshire and Con- 


necticut, The movement west 
started later. 
The Church was really the 


government - a theocracy, Out of 
the 34 original settlers, 32 
belonged to the Church, Holders 
of large tracts of land in the first 
and second generations held the 
important offices and enjoyed great 
prestige. 


Engaged in writing his doctoral 
thesis on Andover as‘the symbol 
of local town government in the 
United States in that era, Mr.

Pen Drawings 
On Exhibit 


The Spring exhibition, ‘‘'Orna- 
mental Pen Drawings’’, at the 
Addison Gallery of American Art, 
Phillips Academy reminds the 
visitor that in an age when the 
typewriter and dictating machine 
have done so much to relieve the 
businessman of the necessity of 
using his own hand, it is easy to 
forget that the pen was once mighty. 

Approximately 100 examples of 
professional penmanship - repre= 
sentational flourishes and copy- 
book examples - from the Hand- 
writing Collection of Warren T, 
Johnson of Peterborough, N. H,, 
demonstrate that for more than 
commercial reasons handwriting 
was a lively business for nearly a 
century. 

The majority of examples in the 
exhibit illustrate the vogue for the 
Spencerian style of writing, ori- 
ginated by Platt R, Spencer about 
the middle of the 19thcentury, The 
style is characterized by ‘‘heavily 
embellished, shaded and orna- 
mental strokes’ reflecting the 
tastes and styles of the Victorian 
era, It conformed naturally to the 
Gingerbread architecture and 
elaborateness in art, dress and 
overstuffed furniture,’’ as one of 
the captions in the exhibit notes, 

The principal part of the exhibit 
consists of drawings of ornate 
birds which are in essence de- 
monstrations of dextrous skill on 
the part of teachers of elegant 
handwriting. These artists of the 
pen considered themselves as 
members of a professional club 
and would correspond with each 
other enthusiastically across the 
country much to the annoyance of 
the United States Postal Depart- 
ment which had difficulty in de- 
ciphering the over-ornamented en- 
velopes. So far as is known, no 
woman was ever welcomed into 
the company of these otherwise 
ardent draftsmen. 

In general this almost forgotten 
aspect of relatively recent Ameri- 
cana depended upon skill rather 
than upon taste, The drawings 
were executed very rapidly. Speed 
was essential in order to give 
grace and symmetry to the flowing, 
lines which were produced with 
the whole arm, written from the 
shoulder, 

The exhibition may be seen at 
the Addison Gallery through May, 
19, The Gallery is open without 
charge to the public at all times, 
Monday through Saturday from 9 
a.m, to 5 p.m.; Sundays 2:30 to 
5 p.m,
